Food Administrator Finds 
No Excuse for Plaints 


of Dealers. 


Groovers who have complained that 
they are unable to buy produce—eggs 
especially—at prices as low as the 
figures at which the food administra- 
tion ys they shall sell them have 
been offered aid by Horace C. Gardner, 
chairman of the price Committee. 

Mr. Gardner’s attention was called 
yesterday to the high wholesale prices 
by a grocer, who said he could not buy 
eggs as low as the prices at which he 
had to sell them. 

“Tet him communicate with me and 
I will let him know where they can be 
found,” replied Mr. Gardner. “ Another 
grocer told me a little while ago that 
he could not buy potatoes at the fig- 
ures we quote, and I showed him how 
*he could buy them 15 cents below our 
figures. There are a few grocers who 
“have a trade for extra fancy eggs, but 
that is a different question. It is the 
regular grades, such as are commonly 
used on every table, that figure on our 
lists. The purchasers who want the 
regulation grades of eggs can always 
find them. It is not necessary to pat- 
ronize places where excessive prices 
are asked.”

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—-[Spe- 
cial.]—~Department of justice officials 
are convinced that activities of spies 
in the United States cannot be curbed 
effectually without an amendment to 
the espionage laws which will give the 
president authority to restrict all alien 
enemies and all allied enemy aliens. 

Because of the limitations of the law, 
Presidént Wilson's proclamation yester- 
day restricting the freedom of enemy 
aliens in the United States, officials 
admit, falls far short of being suffi- 
cient to cope with enemy spies be- 
cause’ its provisions are directed 
against German male subjects only, 
while their wives, mothers, and sisters, 
and Austrians, Turks, and Bulgarians, 
subjects of countries allied with Ger- 
many in the war against America, are 
permitted to remain unmolested. 

May Use Troop Guards, 

Simultaneously comes the report that 
government officials in New York be- 
lieve the employment of troops is the 
only effective method which can be 
taken to enforce the proclamation. 
Military authorities at Governor's is- 
land, headquarters ef the department 
of the east, were reported to have de- 
tailed officers to command the troops 
assigned to this work. 

It is estimated that 4,000 troops 
would be required in the port of New 
York alone.

ALIEN ENEMIES AND 
SYMPATHIZERS. 


The restrictions placed upon alien enemies in the 
United States by President Wilson's proclamation 


_ The president seems to see this. It is hoped he | 
will also’see the necessity for an equivalent unifica- 
tion at home. If the conduct of the war by the 
enemies of the central powers must be unified under 
a high council the preparation of the American con- 
tribution also must be unified. This calls for the 
creation without further delay of a superior war 
council at Washington to coédrdinate the work of 
the innumerable departments, new boards, and 
bureaus and committees; to establish priority of, 
claims, to articulate, harmonize, and direct along 
lines of predetermined policy. | 
‘There is in, Washington a good deal of the 
Asquith attitude. There is the same inclination to 
let things take their course, to rely upon machinery 
without checking up results. There is the same 
complication of the whole process by partisan polit- 
ical considerations. The president's principal ap- 
pointments have been marked by this. But this is 
no time to submit to the playing of the typical 
Washington game of politics. The issues at stake 
are too great. The lives of thousands, even hun- 
dreds of thousands, of Americans are at stake. 

The executive is not functioning efficiently be- 

cause no one man is capable of performing the 
duties of the executive at this time. The cabinet 
is not organized to take up these hew functions. 
It has enough to do as the heads of its respective 
administrative departments. Above the cabinet 
there must be a body to expand the powers of the 
executive and to act for him In his at present im: 
possible task of coérdination, direction, and deéct- 
sion. Of this body the president should be the chair- 
man and ultimate umpire. Associated with him 
and working in harmony with him, as Lloyd George, 
Bonar Law, Carson, and the little group of the Brit- 
ish war beard, should be men of the highest grade 
who will command public confidence. Upon such a 
body the president could rely to assist the executive 
function within the lines of policy. It would resolvé 
jurisdictional difficulties, determine priority, pre- 
vent overlapping, and keep the whole war machin- 
ery working rapidly and continuously. 

If the president cannot bring himself to create 
this necessary body, the sine qua non of an expedi- 
tious preparation at home, his demand for the much 
more difficult adoption of an interally council will 
not carry much weight abroad. 


_. THE FIRST MONUMENT. 

The emotions strive to isolate something specific 
in the realm of abstractions and to make it tangible 
and substantial, conspicuous and enduring. 

The first casualty list of the first American ex- 
peditionary force contained three names of men 
killed in action, Enright, Gresham, and Hay. Their 
importance in the imaginative perceptions i# that 
they were the first. Many other Americans had 
fought in France and ‘had been Killed. There are 
other American graves in French soil, cared for by 
the women and girls of French villages who knew 
that each told of a foreigner who had lost his life 
fighting for France. But Enright, Gresham, and 
Hay were the first to be killed in the organized 

3 effort of the United States. The circumstances 
‘were casual ‘and the occasion trivial—except to 
them;-a trench reid which on a dull day may get 
& Word in the offizial communication. 

_ However slight the intrinsic importance of the 

event in its relation to what occurs daily in France, 
it was properly a momentous specific event in the 

American imagination and the ground where these 

soldiers are buried will be the site of a significant 
monument. Whatever shaft is erected where the 

French already have carved the thecription: “ Here 

lie’ the first soldiers of the great republic,” ete., 


are as indulgent of the personal convenience and 
privileges of Germans living here as is compatible 
with national security. They show the government 
intent to deal as liberally as possible with persons 
whose presence in the United States, although giv- 
ing them dangerous power of damaging American 
enterprises, is not indication of their intent to do ao. 
The purpose of both the government and the 
people of the United States has been revealed as 
patient and considerate. The situation so far as it 
is in the control of Americans to say what it shall 
be will be kept free from hysteria and violence, and 
about all that is asked of Germans is that they have 
a regard for themselves and their own interests. 
Such a situation must always have in it the ele- 
ments of easily aroused popular excitement. Amer- 
ica has not yet begun to feel its hurts and conse- 
quently has not developed its war state of mind. 
The importance of avoiding exasperating prelimi- 
naries is apparent, and it is almost entirely within 
the discretion of people of alien blood or sympathy 
to say what the future course of Americans will be.

The plan to lower the age of enlistment has been 
put in the form of ah amendment to the selective. 
conscription law. It prevides that young men sub- 
ject to training at the age of 19 shall not be called 
for war service until they reach the age of 21 years. 

Mr. Baker apparently has misconstrued the pur- 
pose of this suggested amendment. It is based on 
the logical policy that military training should be 
given to all young men who are fit to receive it at 
the time when their removal from civil employment 
will least disturb the economic equilibrium. We 
are training for war men mor@ than 21 years of 
age who should have been prepared for war service 
at least two years ago. As Mr. Roosevelt phrases 
it, “ We are trying to train our soldiers after the 
war has begun, and we can attempt the experiment 
at all only because the English and French protect 
us from our enemies while we make it.” 

Existing legislation may provide enough potential 
soldiers for the nation’s immediate needs. Certainly 
in the existing emergency the nation’s first duty is 
to train a sufficient number of soldiers for war serv- 
fee during the coming year, | As soon as possible, 
however, the nation should take in hand the very 
best material for training—young Americans be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 21 years—in order that the 
nation may be adequately prepared two years hence 
for any eventuality #o far as man power is con- 
cerned. Congress ought to pass the proposed

PLAN ATLANTIC TRIP BY AEROPLANE 


BY CAROLYN WILSON. 
{Special Correspondence of The Tribune.) 
ARIS, Oct. 30.—WIll the first 
trans-Atlantic flight be this year? 
Or ia the weather too bad to 
try it during the winter? Sure- 
fy it won't be more than a few 
months at most before the at- 
tempt is made, and, according to all 
indications, it will be made in one of 
the huge Capron! machines which are 
being used so much for bombing pur- 
poses 


I saw by the American cables the 
other day that you in America had 
bad several recent tests of the endtu- 
rance and speed and weight carrying 
cupabilities of the Caproni. 

There is a wmew and enlarged form 
of this machine being built in Italy 
now which has three powerful F. I. 
A. T. engines aggregating 1,800 horse 
power and can carry for short bomb- 
ing raids as much as five tone of ex- 
plosives.: For the lorfger raids, the ex 
plosives have to be sacrificed for the 
fuel supply. The new machine car- 
ries four guns. 


—— 

Recently Gabriele d’Annunszio ac- 
complished a nonstop trip of 875 
miles. This was on a machine carrying 
several thousand pounds of explosives 
and three men besides d’Annuzio. 

A few days before that Capt. Lau- 
reati made his remarkable flight from 
Turin to London, 660 miles, in 7 hours 
and 22 minutes, and he counts that 
he lost at least on hour in a storm 
in the Alps. On a previous o¢casion 
Capt. Laureati made a nonstop trip 
from Turin to Naples and back, a dis- 
tance of 920 miles, in 10 hours and 33 
minutes. «In each case he was in 
what is known as the Baby Caproni, 
a much smaller machine than the usu- 
al bombing type, with only a 260 
horsepower motor. 

. eo 

For some time now the Italians have 
been using aeroplanes for their postal 
service to Sicily, and the Caproni 
brothers are strong advocates of a pos- 
tal service to England. The quickest 
time made by train and boat over the 
same ground that took Laureati 7 
hours, is slightly over 24 hours. 

Jean Caproni, the younger of the 
two brothers, and the one who has 
invented most of the aeroplane, is in 
Paris now, and he is extremely hope- 
ful of trans-Atlantic flights. He says 
that he and his brother fervently be- 
lieve that the time is coming when 
lines of aeroplanes will connect town 
and city and country and continent 
with aerial trains capable of trans- 
porting upwards of 100 passengers and 


traveling from 125 to 190 miles an 
hour. 

They say that the.Caproni triplanes 
of today can easily carry thirty pas- 
séngers between Milan and Turin, and 
with the daily almost hourly, improve- 
ments which the war has brought 
about, there is no reason that machines 
carrying fifty or sixty passengers 
should not cross the Atlantic.

“There are three things essential 
in aerial warfare, as I see it,” Signor 
Caproni said in an interview the oth- 
er day, “the destruction of the en. 
emy’s productive centers, the destruc- 
tion of his naval bases and the bom- 
bardment of his rear. This is a war 
of material. 

“If we paralyzed the three or four 
huge German industrial centers, we 
would create a crisis, perhaps decisive, 
in the production of arms and mu- 
nitions. A single triplane of 900 horse 
power can transport and drop on Essen 
3,000 pounds of @xplosives, on Pola 6,- 
000 pounds and on Vienfia, 2,800. It 
is easy to form an idea of what a’ 
equadrilia of two or three hundred 
of these machines could do. , 

“ As to the naval bases, it is needless 
to insist upon the obstacle to allied 
shipping created by thé submarines, 
and also useless to repeat that the 
means so far employed have not been 
equal to their task. You cannot ex- 
terminate a swarm of wasps by killing 
them one by one. You annihilate them 
by squashing the nest. When we shal! 
have destroyed the submarine bases 
we shall have solved the problem.

“ Coming to the third phase, it is evi 
dent that if we force the énemy by re- 
peated bombardments to remove his 
aviation centers far behind the front, 
we shall assure our own troeps safe 
ty and quiet.” 

The United States government is 
sending many hundreds of aviators to 
Italy to learn on these machines and 
has ordered, I understand, 3,000 of the 
engines and 300 of the machines them- 
selves. When I was told these figures 
I heard that the delivery wasn’t to be 
made until next March, but the other 
day I heard one of the chiefs of avia- 
tion complaining bitterly because his 
machine hadn't come. 

I asked him if they were the Ca- 
pronis and told him the figures I had 
heard. He smiled a discreet smile and 
said, “I have a bad memory for fig- 
ures,” which sounded to me like a con- 
firmation. But, then, one gets to read- 
ing one’s own meaning into the most 
unmysterious things which any official 
Says, these days.

HASN'T SEEN PRICES LOWERED. 

Chicago, Nov. 20. — {Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In the Sunday’s paper you 
quote “ Federal reports show general de- 
clines in food price for the country,” 
and very appropriately. and pointedly 
you head it “ Noticed It?” In answer 
would say for the consumer we de- 
Cidedly have not. Just where the fed- 
eral investigators gather their data 
would be hard to say. Certainly it is not 
on the south side of Chicago. In their 
efforts to prove their contention they 
have placed August prices far above 
any level that existed in this part of 
the country. 

Their first Item, potatoes, they quoted 
as at $2.50 to $3 here per bushel dur- 
ing August. Up until the time the 
food control board took hold we had 
no difficulty in buying good potatoes, 
anywhere in this neighborhood at from 
85 to 40 cents a peck. Sinoe Nov. 1 we 
can't get them for less than 45 to 560 
cents. White bread is exactly the same 
price that it has been and that is not 
10 to 11 cents but 12 to 15 cents, and 
during August, September, and part of 
October we had no difficulty in buying 
all the strictly fresh eggs we wanted 
at from 42 to 45 cents per dozen. They 
are now 60 and 51 cents. 

Flour 1s apparently a little cheaper, 
but do not let us: forget that we are 
paying much more than the difference 
in taxes to keep up a costly, unneces- 
sary, and decidedly inefficient system 
of handling and distributing wheat and 
flour.

William A. Brady Relates} 


Help Given Nation 
by Films. 


Censorship of motion pictures, as 
carried on by Maj. Funkhouser, is a 
farce and should be abolished, a sub- 
committee of the city council commit- 
tee on judiciary was told yesterday by 
William A. Brady, one of the heads of 
the motion picture industry in America. 

Mr. Brady, who spoke for a proposed 
amendment to curb the major’s powers 
of censorship, declared, that films are 
being used by the United States gov- 
ernment and the allies for patriotic 
purposes. . 

Industry Held Indispensable. 

“The motion picture industry does 
not need any censorship,” said Mr. 
Brady. “The industry has become 
indispensable. President Wilson has 
recognized its importance in the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war. 

“The soldiers of Russia are being 
shown in films that the United States 
has taken great war strides and that 
Germany has purposely spread lies 
about America. | 

“President Wilson told me this less 
than three weeks ago. He asked me 
to name three of the biggest men in 
the motion picture industry to go to 
Russia, France, and [Italy and display 
films showing America’s part in the 
war. This was. done. The men left 
positions paying them each upward 
of $25,000 a year to do this work for | 
the government. 

“We have exploited in films propa- 


ganda on food conservation, Red Cross | 


work, and every other thing having to 
do with the war.” 


Says Business Was Libeled. 


Mr. Brady said that in a recent talk 
before the Irish Fellowship club Maj. 
Funkhouser had libeled the film in- 
dustry. Mr. Brady said the major 
charged that the film makers favored 
anything that would bring in box office 


“Give the film manufacturers a 
chance to display their wares un- 
censored,” said Mr. Brady. “ Then the 
producers will prosecute any man who 
displays anything immoral! or obscene. 
It is a violation of the law to display 
immoral or obscene things.”

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HE system of trans-state federal 
aid roads planned last summer 
by the Illinois highway depart- 
ment received its first setback 
yesterday. Down in Fayette county 
the farmers defeated a proposed $142,- 
000 bond issue for their share of the 
work, thereby postponing improvement 
of the National Old Trails road across 


Indiana line until such time as the 
voters may undergo a change of heart 
or county funds may be forthcoming 
through some means other than a bond 
Two other counties on the same 
route — Effingham and Bond — voted 
bond issues of $104,400 and $117,000, re- 
spectively, but when the federal aid 
funds available in Illinois were distrib- 
uted among six main thoroughfares it 
was stipulated that construction work 
would not be begun on any road until 
a@ sufficient amount had been provided 
to complete it throughout its entire 
length. Of this amount, the counties 
in each case must furnish approxi- 
mately one-third. 


s 

~ Fayette county’s action, therefore, 
means that the $1,413,000 assigned to 
the Old Trails road in equal amounts 
of federal and state funds will not be 
released for the present. Good roads 
enthusiasts will find it significant, as 
an indication that there is still well 
defined opposition to highway improve- 
ment in some parts of Illinois, and that 
the $60,000,000 state bond issue to be 
voted on next year will not be “ put 
over” without some well directed cam- 
paigning. 

Twenty-six counties, however, have 
considered the providing of funds to 
meet the federal and state allotments 
during the fall, and Fayette’s is the 
first case of unfavorable action. In- 
deed, funds for the completion of four 
of the through route highways were 
assured before yesterday's elections. 
In Fayette county the majority against 
the bond issue was less than 200, while 
the favorable majorities in the other 
counties were 1,141 in Bond and about 
1,100 in Effingham. Douglas towhship, 
tn Effingham county, stood 841 for the 
project to 80 against it.
